AN ACT Relating to public funding for supreme court canpaigns;
amendi ng RCW 42.17. 390, 42.52.180, 42.17.128, 42.17.130, 42.36.040, and
63. 29. 230; reenacting and anmendi ng RCW 42.17. 020; addi ng new sections
to chapter 42.17 RCW creating new sections; prescribing penalties; and
provi di ng an expiration date.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. | NTENT. The intent of this act is to
protect the fairness of elections for the highest court in Washington
state - the suprene court. Doing so will foster the public's trust in
the integrity and i ndependence of the court in the face of increasingly
| arge sunms of noney rai sed and spent by special interest groups. That
flood of noney threatens the inpartiality, i ndependence, and
credibility of our judiciary. To maintain public confidence in the
judiciary, we nust prevent not only corruption, but the appearance of
corruption, for the judiciary is the one branch of governnent that nust
be uniquely inpartial, independent, and unbiased in order to best serve
the residents of Washington. It would be destructive for our denocracy
to allow the court to becone influenced by | arge anounts of noney, and
for our citizens to think that judicial decisions are influenced by
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those | arge anmounts of noney. This act is necessary to ensure that our
hi ghest courts continue to be unbiased and insulated from special
i nterests.

Therefore, this act, the judicial election reformact, introduces
a voluntary pilot project to provide an alternative source of financing
candi dates for the Wshington suprene court who denonstrate public
support and voluntarily accept strict fundraising and spending limts.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. JUDI Cl AL ELECTI ON REFORM ACT FUND. (1) The
judicial election reform act fund is created in the custody of the
state treasurer. All receipts required to be deposited into the fund
under sections 3 through 19 of this act nust be deposited into the
fund. Expenditures fromthe fund may be used only for the purposes of
the judicial election reform act, sections 1 through 19 of this act.
Only the conm ssion may aut horize expenditures fromthe fund. The fund
is subject to allotnent procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an
appropriation is not required for expenditures.

(2) When the funds in the account have been fully distributed, the
comm ssion and treasurer shall cease nmaking any public funds
di sbursenents under sections 1 through 19 of this act. No candi dates
are authorized to receive any disbursenents of funds beyond those they
are qualified for pursuant to sections 1 through 19 of this act, nor
are any candi dates authorized to receive any further disbursenents of
funds under sections 1 through 19 of this act when the appropriation
has been exhausted. Qual i fying pending requests for funds in the
account at the tinme the account is nearing a zero balance wll be
addressed in the order received, to the extent any funds are avail abl e.
The conm ssion nmay adopt rules to address distribution of remaining
funds in the account for pending requests.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. VOLUNTARY LI M TATI ONS ON CONTRI BUTI ONS FOR
JUDI Cl AL CAMPAI GNS. A publicly financed candidate and a publicly
financed candidate's authorized commttee shall

(1) Only accept contributions from individuals, and only as
qual i fying contributions under section 4 of this act or as seed nobney
under section 6 of this act;

(2) Not expend nore than a total of one thousand dollars of the
candi date's personal funds and only during the qualifying period,
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(3) Receive and expend seed noney according to the provisions of
section 6 of this act;

(4) Collect at |east the m ni mum nunber of qualifying contributions
under section 4 of this act;

(5) Expend only funds received from the judicial election reform
act fund after being certified as a publicly funded candi dat e;

(6) Sign a joint statement with the treasurer of the publicly
financed candidate's authorized conmttee, under oath, promsing to
conply with the provisions of this chapter; and

(7) Comply with the provisions of this chapter to the extent
required for publicly funded candidates as prescribed by the
conmi ssi on.

NEW SECTI ON.  Sec. 4. APPLI CATI ON FOR CERTI FI CATION. A candi date
who wi shes to receive public canpaign funds nust:

(1) File an application wwth the conm ssion declaring his or her
intent to participate in the program as a candidate for the suprene
court. The application nust be filed before or during the qualifying
period. In the application, the candidate shall affirmthat only one
political commttee, identified with its treasurer, shall handle all
contributions, expenditures, and obligations for the publicly financed
candi date and that the candidate will conply with the provisions set
forth in sections 1 through 19 of this act and rules adopted by the
conmi ssi on; and

(2) Obtain at |east the m ni num nunber of qualifying contributions
by the end of the qualifying period. Candidates nust obtain at | east
five hundred qualifying contributions. No paynent, gift, or anything
of value may be given in exchange for a qualifying contribution. A
qual i fying contribution nust be:

(a) Made by a registered voter of the state;

(b) Made by a person who is not given anything of value in exchange
for the qualifying contribution;

(c) In the sumof ten dollars, exactly;

(d) Received during the qualifying period by the candidate or on
behal f of the candi date; and

(e) Made by check, noney order, or credit card.

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NEW SECTION.  Sec. 5. CERTIFICATION AS A PUBLICLY FINANCED
CANDI DATE. (1) Upon receipt of an application, the conmm ssion shal
determ ne whether or not the candidate has conplied with the foll ow ng
requi renents:

(a) Signed and filed an application to partici pate;

(b) Submtted a report itemzing the qualifying contributions
received. The report must include the nanme, home address, telephone
nunber, and county of residence for each person who nmade a contribution
and the date the contribution was received, and any other information
requi red by the comm ssion;

(c) Submtted a check or noney order equal to the total qualifying
contributions received by the candidate nade out to the judicial
el ection reformact fund; and

(d) Submtted affidavits signed by persons collecting qualifying
contributions stating that, to the best of his or her know edge, the
contribution was nmade by a registered voter in the electoral district
of the office the candidate is seeking.

(2) Once the requirenments in subsection (1) of this section are
met, the comm ssion nust verify that:

(a) Pursuant to section 4 of this act, a sufficient nunber of
qualifying contributions were nade by registered voters of the state at
the tine the contribution was nade; and

(b) Al seed noney contributions neet, as reported, t he
requi renents of section 6 of this act.

(3) The commssion nust determne if a candidate neets the
requi renents for public financing within seven cal endar days of the

filing of an application. If the requirenents of subsection (2) of
this section are net, the comm ssion nust certify the candidate for
public financing. If the comm ssion denies certification, it nust

provide witten reasons why certification is denied. Any candidate who
is denied certification may reapply one tinme by submtting the required
information or the nunber of qualifying contributions needed to
conplete the certification within fourteen cal endar days of the date of
t he comm ssion's deci sion.

(4) A candidate who is certified as a publicly financed candi date
may use that designation in canpaign nmaterials and wll be so
designated in the state voters' panphlet.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. SEED MONEY CONTRI BUTI ONS. A publicly
financed candi date nmay accept contributions of no nore than one hundred
dollars and only from individuals for seed noney. Seed noney is
limted to twenty-five thousand dollars. Seed noney may be rai sed and
spent only during the qualifying period and may only be used for the
pur pose of raising qualifying contributions. The candidate's personal
funds are consi dered seed noney and nust be spent during the qualifying
period. Any seed npney not spent by the end of the qualifying period
must be paid to the judicial election reform act fund. Seed noney
contributions and expenditures nust be reported as required under RCW
42.17.080 and 42.17.090 or as determ ned by the conm ssion by rule.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. CONTROLS ON A PUBLI CLY FI NANCED CANDI DATE' S
AUTHORI ZED COMM TTEE. A publicly financed candi date and the publicly
financed candidate's authorized conmttee shall file the reports
requi red pursuant to this chapter as determ ned by the comm ssion.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. USES OF PUBLIC FUNDS. (1) Mney in the
account of a publicly financed candidate's authorized commttee nmay
only be used for purposes directly related to the candi date's canpai gn.

(2) Mney in the account of a publicly financed candidate's
aut hori zed commttee may not be used to pay fines or civil penalties,
for costs or legal fees related to representation before the
comm ssion, or for defense of an enforcenent action under this chapter.
Nothing in this chapter prevents a publicly financed candidate from
having a | egal defense fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. RETURN OF FUNDS. (1) If a candidate
attenpts to qualify for public funding but does not neet the threshold
for qualification, withdraws from the program before application, is
denied certification wunder section 5 of this act, or revokes
partici pation under section 10 of this act, the candi date nust make an
effort to return all qualifying contributions to the individual donors
within thirty cal endar days of receiving notice of nonqualification or
making or revoking a decision not to participate. Wth a donor's
permssion, or if a donor cannot be located, the qualifying
contribution shall remain in, or be paid to, the judicial election
reformact fund.
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(2) Publicly financed candidates nust return all unused funds to
the judicial election reformact fund within thirty cal endar days after
the general election.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. REVOCATI ON. (1) A publicly financed
candidate may revoke in witing to the commssion a decision to
participate in the public financing programby June 15th in the year of
the election. After a tinely revocation, that candi date nmay accept and
expend noney outside the provisions of this act. Wthin thirty days
after revocation, a candidate nust return to the conm ssion all noney
received fromthe judicial election reformact fund.

(2) A publicly financed candidate who revokes a decision to
participate in the public financing program after the tine period
established in subsection (1) of this section nmust return all noney
received fromthe judicial election reformact fund and pay a fine of
one thousand dollars per day for each day beyond the all owed revocation
period and the day the candi date revokes.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 11. CAMPAIGN FUNDING (1) Wthin five business
days after a publicly financed candi date's name is approved to appear
on the primary ballot by the appropriate elections officer in a
contested election, and within five business days after a publicly
fi nanced candidate's nane is approved to appear on the general election
ballot in a contested election, the comm ssion shall authorize the
state treasurer to distribute to the account of the authorized
commttee of each certified publicly financed candi date an anbunt equal
to fifty times the filing fee as established in RCW29A.24. 091 for the
primary and an anmpunt equal to one hundred tines that filing fee for
the general election.

(2) Publicly financed candi dates who are uncontested shall receive
an amount equal to four tinmes the filing fee.

(3) A publicly financed candi date shall return within ten cal endar
days to the judicial election reform act fund any anount distributed
for an election that is unspent and unconmtted as of the date the
candi date ceases to be a candidate or as of the date of the election,
whi chever occurs first.

(4) The comm ssion shall authorize and the state treasurer shal
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distribute funds to publicly financed candidates in a nanner that
ensures accountability and safeguards the integrity of the fund.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 12. FAIR FI GHT FUNDS. (1) Wien a report is
filed under this chapter or other evidence cones to the attention of
the commission indicating that a nonparticipating candidate has
received nore noney than his or her publicly financed opponent has
received in public funding, the conm ssion shall notify the publicly
financed candidate of his or her eligibility for fair fight funds.

(a) A publicly financed candidate may receive fair fight funds
equal to the difference between the total anount received by the
nonpartici pati ng candi date for each election and the anount received by
the publicly financed candidate for each election. If there are
mul ti pl e nonparticipating candi dates who have received nore noney than
the publicly financed candidate has received, the publicly financed
candidate is eligible for fair fight funds based on the difference
between the total anpbunt received by the nonparticipating candi date who
has received the nost noney and the anount received by the publicly
financed candi dat e.

(b) The total anpunt a publicly financed candi date nay receive in
fair fight funds is five hundred tinmes the filing fee for that office.
The anounts in this subsection are a total for both the primary and
general elections. A publicly financed candi date nmay determ ne when to
access available fair fight funds.

(2)(a) I ndependent expenditures and el ectioneering comrunications
opposing a publicly financed candidate shall be considered as
contributions to each opposing candidate and the conm ssion shall
aut horize fair fight funds pursuant to subsection (1) of this section
to the publicly financed candi date.

(b) I ndependent expenditures and electioneering comunications
supporting one or nore nonparticipating opponents of a publicly
financed candidate shall be treated as «contributions to those
nonparticipati ng candi dates and the comm ssion shall authorize fair
fight funds pursuant to subsection (1) of this section to the publicly
fi nanced candi dat e.

(c) Independent expenditures and electioneering comrunications
supporting a publicly financed candi date shall be considered, for every
opposing publicly financed candidate, as though the independent
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expendi tures or el ectioneering comrunications were a contribution to a
nonparti ci pati ng opponent and the conm ssion shall authorize fair fight
funds pursuant to subsection (1) of this section to each opposing
publicly financed candi date.

(d) For purposes of this section, expenditures nmade by a
nonparti ci pating candi dat e and i ndependent expendi tures and
el ectioneering communi cati ons are deened to have been nade the day the
i ndependent expenditure or electioneering comrunication is contracted
for, agreed to, or otherw se obligated.

(3) If adequate funding is not available to fully equalize funding
for publicly financed candi dates under this section, the comm ssion may
authorize a | esser anount.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 13. REPORTING PLANNED EXPENDI TURES. Wthin
twenty-one days of an el ection, a nonparticipating candi date who has a
publicly financed opponent nust provide to the commssion a report
containing the expenditures planned by the nonparticipating candi date
for the twenty-one days before the election and the associ ated costs of
t hose expenditures. |If the nonparticipating candi date does not report
pl anned expenditures, the conm ssion shall authorize tw ce the anmount
of an expenditure not reported in fair fight funds to the publicly
fi nanced opponent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 14. REPORTS. (1)(a) Any nonparticipating
candidate who has a publicly financed opponent shall report total
contributions received to the conmssion electronically within twenty-
four hours after the total anount of contributions received exceeds
eighty percent of the amount authorized for publicly financed
candi dat es under section 11 of this act.

(b) Any person naking independent expenditures or electioneering
communi cations in excess of three thousand dollars in support of or
opposition to a publicly financed candidate, or in support of a
candi dat e opposing a publicly financed candi date, shall file with the
comm ssion the report adopted by the comm ssion by rule. The report
shall be filed wthin twenty-four hours of the date the independent
expenditure or electioneering comunication is contracted for, agreed
to, or otherw se obligated.

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(c) The conm ssion nmay adopt rules inplenenting the provisions of
this section, including rules that determne (i) whether filing under
this section satisfies the filing requirenents under other provisions
of this chapter, and (ii) when the reporting requirenents of this
section are no | onger warranted because a publicly financed candi date
has received the maxi mum anount of fair fight funds permtted by this
section.

(2) Publicly financed candidates shall report in accordance with
rules adopted by the comm ssion. A publicly financed candi date who
revokes his or her participation in the program who ceases to be a
candi date, or who | oses an election shall file a final report with the
commi ssion and return any unspent disbursenents received from the
j udi ci al election reform act fund. In developing reporting
requi rements for publicly financed candi dates, the comm ssion shall use
exi sting canpaign reporting procedures when determ ned practicable by
t he comm ssi on.

(3) Any person who fails to report a contribution or expenditure as
required by this section is subject to a civil penalty equal to the
contribution or expenditure not reported.

(4) The conmm ssion shall ensure pronpt public access to the reports
recei ved under this section.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 15. CVIL PROCEEDI NG TO ENJO N VI OLATION. (1)
Whenever it appears that a nonparticipating candidate who has a
publicly financed opponent or any person is making an independent
expenditure or an el ectioneering communication in the formof a radio
or television presentation that constitutes a violation of the
reporting provisions of section 14 of this act, the conmm ssion shal
initiate a civil proceeding in superior court to enjoin such violation,
and may petition the court to issue an order to the broadcasting
station for the discontinuance of the radio or television presentation
that is in violation of section 14 of this act.

(2) An action under this section shall be brought in the county in
which the violation is alleged to have taken place, and shall be
commenced by the filing of a wverified conplaint, or shall be
acconpani ed by an affidavit.

(3) If it is shown to the satisfaction of the court, either by
verified conplaint or affidavit, that the nonparticipating candi date or
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other person is engaged in or about to engage in any act that
constitutes a violation of section 14 of this act, the court nay issue
a tenporary restraining order to abate and prevent the continuance or
recurrence of the act.

(4) The court may issue a permanent injunction to restrain, abate,
or prevent the continuance or recurrence of the violation of section 14
of this act. The court may grant declaratory relief, mandatory orders,
or any other relief deened necessary to acconplish the purposes of the
i njunction. The court may retain jurisdiction of the case for the
pur pose of enforcing its orders.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 16. PUBLIC FORUMS. Publicly financed
candidates in contested races nust participate in one public forum
during a primary el ection period and one public forum during a general
el ection period. The conm ssion shall seek sponsorship of the foruns
with a nonpartisan organization active in providing information to
voters on candi dates or encouraging informed participation in voting.
The foruns shall be conducted at tines decided by the conm ssion and in
accordance with rules prescribed by the comm ssion. Nonparticipating
candi dates may be invited to participate in the foruns.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 17. DI SQUALI FI CATI ON FROM PROGRAM If the
comm ssion finds that a publicly financed candidate or the publicly
financed candidate's conmttee is accepting and expendi ng noney outside
the provisions of sections 1 through 19 of this act, the candidate
shall be disqualified from the program shall be subject to a civi
penalty under RCW 42.17.390, and shall return all noney received from
the judicial election reformact fund.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 18. | MPLEMENTATI ON AND ENFORCEMENT DUTI ES. The
conmm ssi on shal |

(1) Prescribe fornms for reports, statenents, notices, and other
docunents as required by sections 1 through 19 of this act;

(2) Prepare and publish instructions to facilitate conpliance with
sections 1 through 19 of this act and explaining the duties of persons
and comm ttees under sections 1 through 19 of this act;

(3) Adopt rules to carry out the policies of sections 1 through 19

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of this act. These rules are not subject to the time restrictions of
RCW 42.17.370(1); and

(4) Enforce the provisions of sections 1 through 19 of this act,
ensure that noney transferred from the judicial election reform act
fund into the account of an authorized commttee of a publicly financed
candidate is spent as specified, and nonitor reports filed and
financial records of candidates as needed to ensure that fair fight
funds are pronptly authorized to opposing qualified candi dates under
section 12 of this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 19. EXPEDI TED ADM NI STRATIVE REVIEW (1) The
comm ssion shall develop an expedited adm nistrative review process
that is not subject to the adjudicative proceedings of chapter 34.05
RCW However, comm ssion findings are subject to judicial review under
RCW 34. 05. 570( 4).

(2) The following individuals my seek expedited admnistrative
revi ew of comm ssion deci si ons:

(a) Candi dates and potential candi dates whom t he comm ssion finds
ineligible to participate in the program

(b) Publicly financed candi dates who are denied fair fight funds;
and

(c) Opponents of a publicly financed candi date who disagree with a
decision by the commssion to grant fair fight funds to a publicly
fi nanced candi dat e.

(3) In an expedited adm nistrative review process, the conm ssion
shall issue a final decision no nore than five cal endar days after
review i s request ed.

(4) The conm ssion may adopt rules to inplenent this section.

(5) Any petition for judicial review of a final decision in an
expedited adm nistrative review nust be filed within five cal endar days
of the final decision. In any judicial review, the court shall not
grant a stay or tenporary relief unless it finds the conditions
specified in RCW 34. 05.550(3) (a), (b), and (c).

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i nposed by court order in addition to any other renedies provided by
| aw:

(1) If the court finds that the violation of any provision of this
chapter by any candidate or political conmttee probably affected the
outconme of any election, the result of said election may be held void
and a special election held within sixty days of such finding. Any
action to void an election shall be comenced within one year of the
date of the election in question. It is intended that this renedy be
inposed freely in all appropriate cases to protect the right of the
el ectorate to an infornmed and know edgeabl e vote.

(2) If any | obbyist or sponsor of any grass roots | obbying canpaign
viol ates any of the provisions of this chapter, his or her registration
may be revoked or suspended and he or she may be enjoined from
recei ving conpensation or maeking expenditures for |obbying: PROVIDED
HOWNEVER, That inposition of such sanction shall not excuse said
| obbyist fromfiling statenments and reports required by this chapter.

(3) Any person who violates any of the provisions of this chapter
may be subject to a civil penalty of not nore than ten thousand doll ars
for each such violation. However, a person or entity who viol ates RCW
42.17.640 and 42.17.645 may be subject to a civil penalty of ten
thousand dollars or three tinmes the anmount of the contribution
illegally made or accepted, whichever is greater.

(4) Any person who fails to file a properly conpl eted statenent or
report within the tinme required by this chapter may be subject to a
civil penalty of ten dollars per day for each day each such del i nquency
conti nues.

(5) Any person who fails to report a contribution or expenditure as
required by this chapter may be subject to a civil penalty equival ent
to the anobunt not reported as required.

(6) The court may enjoin any person to prevent the doing of any act
herein prohibited, or to conpel the performance of any act required
her ei n.

(7)(a) The civil penalty for a violation of a contribution or
expenditure limt established under section 3 of this act by or on
behalf of a publicly financed candidate is ten tines the anmount by
which the expenditures or contributions exceed the applicable limt.
If the violation occurs wthin five days of an election, the civi
penalty is twenty tinmes the anpbunt by which the expenditures or

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contributions exceed the applicable limt. A publicly financed

candidate found to have knowingly commtted a violation of the

expendi ture or contribution limts under section 3 of this act shal

pay the applicable fines, surrender all mnoney in the candidate's

aut hori zed comm ttee account to the judicial election reformact fund,

and will cease to be a publicly financed candi date.

(b) In addition to any other penalties inposed by law, the civi
penalty for a violation by or on behalf of a publicly financed

candidate of a reporting requirenent inposed by this chapter is one

hundred dollars per day. A civil penalty inposed under this subsection

(7)(b) may not exceed tw ce the anount of expenditures or contributions

not reported in a tinely manner. The candidate and the candidate's

aut hori zed committee are jointly and severally responsible for a civil

penalty i nposed under this subsection.

(c) The civil penalty for a violation of the revocation requirenment

i nposed by sections 1 through 19 of this act is one thousand dollars

per day for each day past the period allowed for a tinely revocation.

(d) The civil penalty for a violation of the reporting provisions
in section 14 of this act shall be equal to the anpunt not reported.

(e) Al civil penalties collected under this subsection nust be
deposited into the judicial election reformact fund.

Sec. 21. RCW42.17.020 and 2007 ¢ 358 s 1 and 2007 c 180 s 1 are
each reenacted and anmended to read as foll ows:

The definitions in this section apply throughout this chapter
unl ess the context clearly requires otherw se.

(1) "Actual malice" neans to act with know edge of falsity or with
reckl ess disregard as to truth or falsity.

(2) "Agency" includes all state agencies and all |ocal agencies.
"State agency" includes every state office, departnent, division,
bureau, board, comm ssion, or other state agency. "Local agency"

i ncludes every county, city, town, nunicipal corporation, quasi-
muni ci pal corporation, or special purpose district, or any office,
departnent, division, bureau, board, comm ssion, or agency thereof, or
ot her | ocal public agency.

(3) "Authorized commttee" neans the political commttee authorized
by a candidate, or by the public official against whomrecall charges
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have been filed, to accept contributions or nmake expenditures on behal f
of the candidate or public official.

(4) "Ballot proposition" nmeans any "neasure" as defined by RCW
29A.04.091, or any initiative, recall, or referendum proposition
proposed to be submtted to the voters of the state or any nunicipa
corporation, political subdivision, or other voting constituency from
and after the tinme when the proposition has been initially filed with
the appropriate election officer of that constituency prior to its
circulation for signatures.

(5) "Benefit" means a conmercial, proprietary, financial, economc,
or nonetary advantage, or the avoidance of a comercial, proprietary,
financial, economc, or nonetary disadvantage.

(6) "Bona fide political party" neans:

(a) An organization that has filed a wvalid certificate of
nom nation with the secretary of state under chapter 29A 20 RCW

(b) The governing body of the state organization of a nmjor
political party, as defined in RCW 29A.04.086, that is the body
aut horized by the charter or bylaws of the party to exercise authority

(7) "Depository" neans a bank designated by a candidate or
political commttee pursuant to RCW42.17. 050.

(8) "Treasurer"”™ and "deputy treasurer” nmean the individuals
appointed by a candidate or political commttee, pursuant to RCW
42.17.050, to performthe duties specified in that section.

(9) "Candidate" neans any individual who seeks nom nation for
el ection or election to public office. An individual seeks nom nation
or election when he or she first:

(a) Receives contributions or makes expenditures or reserves space
or facilities with intent to pronote his or her candi dacy for office;

(b) Announces publicly or files for office;

(c) Purchases conmmercial advertising space or broadcast tinme to
pronmote his or her candi dacy; or

(d) Gves his or her consent to another person to take on behal f of
the individual any of the actions in (a) or (c) of this subsection.
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(10) "Caucus political commttee" nmeans a political commttee
organi zed and mai ntai ned by the nenbers of a major political party in
the state senate or state house of representatives.

(11) "Commrercial advertiser"” means any person who sells the service
of communi cating nmessages or producing printed material for broadcast
or distribution to the general public or segnents of the general public
whet her through the use of newspapers, nagazi nes, television and radio
stations, billboard conpanies, direct nail advertising conpanies,
printing conpanies, or otherw se.

(12) "Comm ssion" neans the agency established under RCW 42.17. 350.

(13) "Conpensation” unless the context requires a narrower neaning,
i ncl udes paynent in any formfor real or personal property or services
of any ki nd: PROVI DED, That for the purpose of conpliance with RCW
42.17.241, the term "conpensation" shall not include per diem
al | onances or ot her paynents nade by a governnental entity to reinburse
a public official for expenses incurred while the official is engaged
in the official business of the governnental entity.

(14) "Contested election” neans an election in which there are two
or nore candidates running for the sane office whose nanes w |l appear
on the ballot.

(15) "Continuing political commttee" nmeans a political commttee
that is an organization of continuing existence not established in
anticipation of any particular election canpaign.

((25)1)) (16)(a) "Contribution"” includes:

(1) A loan, gift, deposi t, subscri ption, forgi veness of
i ndebt edness, donation, advance, pledge, paynent, transfer of funds
between political commttees, or anything of value, including personal
and professional services for less than full consideration;

(11) An expenditure nmade by a person in cooperation, consultation,
or concert with, or at the request or suggestion of, a candidate, a
political commttee, the person or persons nanmed on the candidate's or
commttee's registration formwho direct expenditures on behalf of the
candi date or commttee, or their agents;

(iii1) The financing by a person of the dissem nation, distribution,
or republication, in whole or in part, of broadcast, witten, graphic,
or other formof political advertising or electioneering communication
prepared by a candidate, a political commttee, or its authorized
agent ;
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(iv) Sunms paid for tickets to fund-raising events such as dinners
and parties, except for the actual cost of the consumabl es furnished at
t he event.

(b) "Contribution" does not include:

(i) Standard interest on noney deposited in a political commttee's
account ;

(1i) Odinary hone hospitality;

(iii) Acontribution received by a candidate or political commttee
that is returned to the contributor within five business days of the
date on which it is received by the candidate or political commttee;

(iv) Anews item feature, comentary, or editorial in a r regularly
scheduled news nedium that is of primary interest to the general
public, that is in a news nediumcontrolled by a person whose busi ness
is that news nmedium and that is not controlled by a candidate or a
political commttee;

(v) An internal political conmmunication primarily limted to the
menbers of or contributors to a political party organization or
political conmttee, or to the officers, mnagenent staff, or
stockhol ders of a corporation or simlar enterprise, or to the nenbers
of a | abor organization or other nenbership organization;

(vi) The rendering of personal services of the sort commonly
performed by volunteer canpaign workers, or incidental expenses
personally incurred by volunteer canpaign workers not in excess of
fifty dollars personally paid for by the worker. "Volunteer services,"
for the purposes of this section, neans services or |abor for which the
i ndi vidual is not conpensated by any person;

(vii) Messages in the form of reader boards, banners, or yard or
w ndow si gns displayed on a person's own property or property occupied
by a person. However, a facility used for such political advertising
for which a rental charge is normally made nust be reported as an in-
kind contribution and counts towards any applicable contribution limt
of the person providing the facility;

(viii) Legal or accounting services rendered to or on behal f of:

(A) A political party or caucus political commttee if the person
paying for the services is the regular enpl oyer of the person rendering
such services; or

(B) A candidate or an authorized commttee if the person paying for
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the services is the regular enployer of the individual rendering the
services and if the services are solely for the purpose of ensuring
conpliance wth state el ection or public disclosure | aws; or

(ix) The performance of mnisterial functions by a person on behalf
of two or nore candidates or political commttees either as vol unteer
services defined in (b)(vi) of this subsection or for paynent by the
candidate or political commttee for whomthe services are perforned as
| ong as:

(A) The person perfornms solely mnisterial functions;

(B) A person who is paid by two or nore candidates or politica
commttees is identified by the candidates and political commttees on
whose behalf services are perforned as part of their respective
statenents of organization under RCW42.17.040; and

(C) The person does not disclose, except as required by |aw, any
information regarding a candidate's or conmttee's plans, projects
activities, or needs, or regarding a candidate's or conmttee's
contributions or expenditures that is not already publicly available
from canpaign reports filed with the conm ssion, or otherw se engage in
activity that «constitutes a contribution wunder (a)(ii) of this
subsecti on.

A person who perforns mnisterial functions under this subsection
((££5))) (16)(b)(ix) is not considered an agent of the candidate or
coonmittee as long as he or she has no authority to authorize
expendi tures or make deci sions on behalf of the candidate or commttee.

(c) Contributions other than noney or its equivalent are deened to
have a nonetary value equivalent to the fair market value of the
contri bution. Services or property or rights furnished at |ess than
their fair market value for the purpose of assisting any candi date or
political commttee are deenmed a contribution. Such a contribution
must be reported as an in-kind contribution at its fair market val ue
and counts towards any applicable contribution |imt of the provider.

((26))) (17) "Elected official" neans any person elected at a
general or special election to any public office, and any person
appointed to fill a vacancy in any such office.

((+H)) (18) "Election” includes any primary, general, or special
election for public office and any election in which a ballot
proposition is submtted to the voters: PROVIDED, That an election in
which the qualifications for voting include other than those
